DEFAULTING CASHIER. 


HE GETS AWAY WITH CAPITAL’ 
STOCK AND DEPOSITS. 


The Defalcation Said to Amount to 
One Hundred and Fifty Thou- 
sand Dollars—Didn’t Take 
the Building.

CHICAGO, Feb. 18.—A special to the | 
Tribune from Richmond, Va., says: 

„It is now quite certain that C. M. 
Figgatt, the defaulting cashier of the 
Bank of Lexington, stole about $150,000 
from that institution. He got away with 
$80,000 capital stock and nearly $70,000 
belonging to depositors. The developments 
show that Figgatt’s stealings cover a 
period of twenty-five years, and depositors 
are angry with the directors for having 
failed to detect what was going on. The 
bank is left with only $6000 in cash. Lex- 
ington is a town of 3000 people, and is 
the county-seat of Rockbridge, a thrifty 
farming community. Business ts almost 
paralyzed on account of the wreck of this 
financial institution. The Virginia Mili- 
tary Institute had $20,000 on deposit, and 
the County Treasurer kept his accounts 
there. The town was filled with depositors 
who came from the country to discuss 
the situation, and the feeling was bitter 
toward those responsible for the careless 
manner in which the affairs of the bank 
were conducted. During the time Figgatt 
has been stealing, he has had many 
bondsmen, and the situation is so com- 


plicated it will be hard to recover any- 


thing from them, and it is likely that 
nearly everything will be lost. There is 
now no doubt APiggatt had accomplices 
in the robbery 

A director said the investigation was 
sure to make some startling disclosures. 
Some persons of very high standing are 
thought to have profited by the cashier's 
embezzlement. Figgatt has been a dissi- 
pated man for a year has been a 
hard drinker.

Jones Gets His Bill Pushed 
Ahead of Others. 


— 


Several Motions are Made to Down, 
Him, but They are All 
Defeated. 


Having Obtained a Strong Majority 

Vote He Announces His Demand 

for a Final Vote Before 
Adjournment. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—By a bold par- 
fiamentary move the silver men of tne 
Senate, under the leadership of Senator 
Jones of Arkansas, forced aside all other 
pending business, including appropria- 
tion bills, and by a vote of 30 to 27, made 
the bill for the unrestricted coinage of 
silver unfinished business before the Sen- 
ate. Having succeeded in this, Mr. Jones 
gave notice that the silver bill would be 
kept before the Senate until a final vote 
was secured before adjournment tomor- 
row. From the strength shown by the 
silver men on the vote today, there was 
little doubt of Mr. Jones’s ability to se- 
cure the e tomorrow, unless obstruc- 
tive tactics or a test of physical endur- 
ance are inaugurated, which is regarded 
as unlikely. The move of the silver men 
vame as the climax of an exciting day in 
the Senate. For two hours at the opening 
of the session there was a renewal of the 
attack and defense, theycharge and coun- 
tercharge concerning the covrse of the 


President and Secretary of the Treasury 


in negotiating the recent bond contract 
with foreign bankers. 

The two notable speeches of the day 
were made by Mr. Gray of Delaware, 
whose relations with the administration 
are such that his utterances in defense 
of the President and were re- 
garded as refiecting the attitude of the 
executive branch, and by Mr. Sherman of 
Ohio, whose financial views are always 
received with marked attention. 

Mr. Sherman’s criticisms of the bond 
contract were none the less severe de- 
cause of the calm and dispassionate man- 8 
ner in which he set forth what he termed 
„its hard and impolitic“ features and the 
“excessive” rate of interest allowed on 
thirty year bonds. Mr. Sherman declared 
that po bonds should be issued except to 
be taken by the people of the United 
States, and he asserted the abundant 
ability of Americans to furnish all the 
gold necesary. The Agricultural Appro- 
priation Bill was finally passed.

Then on a, viva voce was passed the 
bill to equalize the pensions of Mexican 
veterans and to make the pensions of 
all Mexican veterans $12 a month under 
the general law. Some 17,000 persons will 
be benefited bv the act and it would 
involve an additional charge on the treas- 
urv of about $1.000.000: 

Mr. Lynch (Dem.) of Wisconsin, from 
the mmittee on Indian Affairs, moved 
the passage of a bill to authorize the con- 
struction of dams across the St. Louis and 
Clocaquet rivers. in Minnesoeta, but after 
considerable discussion, it wag lost. 

The House then went into committee of 
the whole and resumed consideration of 
the Naval Appropriation Bill. 

Almost an hour was spent in the dis- 
cussion of points of order. but the chair- 
man. Mr. O'Neill of Massachusetts, de- 
cided to reserve his decision until to- 
morrow. 

The committee rose, and at 5:05 the 
House adjourned until tomorrow at noon.’

Text of the Amendment Providing 
for Them.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The text of 
the certificate amendment to the Sundry 
Civil Bin is as follows: 
That in order to provide the moneys not 
supped from current revenues and mis- 
cellaneous, receipts and necessary for the 
execution of this act, or all the other acts 
passed or to be passed during the present 
fession of Congress appropriating money 
to be paid out of the treasury for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1896, and 
also in order to provide the moneys nec- 
essary to be paid out of the treasury on 
account-of the appropriations heretofore 
made for the fiscal years ending June 30, 
1893, June 30, 1894, and June 30, 1895, and 
not covered into the treasury, the Sec 
tary of the Treasury with the approv. 
of the President be and és hereby author- 
ized to from time to time to borrow credit 
of the United States such sums of money 
as may be necessary to meet said expen- 
ditures and to issue, sell and dispose of 
at not less than par, for lawful money of 
the United States, such an amount of cer- 
tiflcates of indebtedness payable to the 
bearer of denominations of $20, $50 and 
$100, or any multiple of $100 and not ex- 
ceeding $1000, as may be needed for said 


purposes bearing interest at the rate 
of not exceeding 3 per cent. per annum, 
payable semi-annually and redeemable at 


two years from date and the Secretary of 
the Treasury is hereby authorized “with 
the approbation of the President, to cause 
such portion of said certificates as may be 
deemed expedient to be issued by the 
treasurer in payment of warrants in 
favor of public creditors or other persons 
lawfully entitled to payment who may 
choose to receive such certificates in pay- 
ment at par.

HAWAIIAN CABLE. 


The Question Again Comes Before 
Both Houses. 

4esociated Press Leased-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The predicted 
controversy between the two houses of 
Congress over the Senate amendment to 
the Diplomatic and Consular Appropriation 
Bill to expend $500,000 for the survey and 
preliminary work on a cable to connect 
the United States and the Hawaiian 
Islands is at hand. The conferees of the 
House and Senate held their first meeting 
today. They were able to come to terms 
of agreement upon all the dozen amend- 
ments to the bill, except that for the 
cable, the Senatorial conferees receding 
from several minor amendments, and the 
3 of Representatives accepting sev- 
eral. 

Upon the cable questlon the delegates 
from each body observed tbe formal in- 
st ructions given to them. The disagree- 
ment win be reported to the ate to- 
morrow, and it is expected that a motion 
will emanate from the Democratic side to 
instruct the conferees to abandon the 
cable item. A report will be made by 
the House conferees, probably on Wednes- 
day, and the proposition will doubtless 
come from the Republicams that they be 


the question may be brought before both 
houses for debate. 

A new factor which has come into the 
cable proposition is the effort of the 
company headed by Admiral Erwin, and 
including several of the most influential 
business men of California’ and the Ha- 
wallan Islands, to secure from Congress 
an act of incorporation, authorizing it 
to organize and construct a Pacific cable, 
connecting California, the Hawaiian 
Islands, New Zealand and Japan. Their bill 
was referred to a sub-committee of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs for 
consideration, and the sub-committee, at 
its next week’s meeting, the arguments 
being advanced by Democrats that it is 
entirely unnecessary for the government 
to give its funds to a cable enterprise 
when capitalists stand ready to do the 
work; also, that the United States has 
never before given financial aid to a work 
of this character, as all of the cable would 
have landing on our shores and be laid 
by private capital.

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—The Rev. Dr. 
Charles Parkhurst created a sensation in 
his sermon by practically fibeling as 
rascals a body of clergymen unnamed. | 
Hhe preached upon the subject of sin, 
and during the first part of the discourse 
kept himself upon the theme of individual 
sins of the ordinary state, but there was 
nothing startling in ‘his remarks. 1 
Then he branched off upon ithe sins of 
Society at large, and it became apparent 
to the congregation that he had something 
concealed up his sleeve. This was indi- 
cated when he declared that ‘crowds 
have no consciences. Corporations arc 
said to have no souls, no consciences. 
This is true, a crowd hos no conscience.” 
Alt this point he hesitated, as if in doubt 
whether to continue on the line he in- 
tended. After a brief pause, however, he 
remarked: I will give you an illustration 
of this,” and again he halted and looked 
around, 
“If you were to put a certain sum,“ he 
went on, in the hands of one man, one 
Christian man, for a particular purpose, 
you could feel sure that it would be used 
for that purpose. That man has a con- 
science, He would be responsible to the 
donor and to his own conscience.“

RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


William H. Mills as an Industrial 

Student. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—There was 
a full attendance at the meeting of the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners this 
afternoon. The Assembly resolution call- 
ing upon the Commissioners for a detailed 
statement of the charges for transporting 
fruit overland, with particular refereace 
to the charges for refrigerator cars, was 
taken up. J. C. Stubbs, W. H. Mills‘ and 
C. F. Smurr, representing the Southern 
Pacific Company, amd several agents of 
refrigerator devices, were present. 

Upon invitation, W. H. Mills said that 
he came to make an answer to the reso- 
lution. He did not represent the South- 


dent of the irdustrial resources of this 
State, and the influence of transportation 
upon fruit shipments. Mr. Mills then filed 
a statement concerning the cost of moving 
fruit, and also concerning the apparatus 
used. It set forth that Mr. Perkins has 
invented a device for using sterilized air, 
which preserves fruit and saves $100 per 
car as compared with refrigeration. Mr. 
Perkins experimented with a carload of 
fruit which was moved from Oakland to 
New Orleans and back at the expense of 
the Southern Pacific Company. The car 
was absent fifteem days. 

The experiment was saltisfactory. If 
that device had been put in general use 
two years ago, there would have been 
a saving of $1,000,000 to California this 
season. Mr. Mills thought there ought 
to be a fund or legislative appropriation 
which would enable the Raélroad Commis- 
sioners to investigate devices cf this sort, 
calculated to save money for the pro- 
ducers. 

The secretary read the communication 
presented by Mr. Stubbs, and which con- 
tained a statement of rates charged per 
car, the weight of ice, etc., and set forth 
that the ‘transportation ccmpanies have 
nothing to do with refrigerating charges. 

The railroads, said Mr. Stubbs, in his 
communication, favor the ventilated cars. 
The railroad company does not own re- 
frigerator cars. The best car is yet to be 


ciduous fruits cheaper. Mr. Stubbs was 
of the opinion that refrigerator-car charges 
have been too high. The charges for 
transportation are about as low as they 
can be made under all the circumstances, 
he said.

Income Tax Returns. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The Senate 
and House conferees on the bill extending 
the time for making income tax returns 
today reached an agreement on the amend- 
ment made to the bill in the Senate. The 
first amendment was accepted by the 
House with a modification making it read 
as follows: 

“Im computing incomes under said act, 
the: amounts necessary for fire in- 
surance premiums and ordinary repairs 
shall be deducted.’’ 

The second amendment, providing 
against double payment on amounts re- 
ceived as dividends of corporations and 
exempting such dividends, even in cases 
where the tax may not have been paid 
by the corporation, was agreed to with 
some verbal amendments. The Senate 
conferees receded from the third amend- 
ment exempting taxpayers from answer- 
ing any inquiries not specially provided in 
the act, and it was-etricken out.

A bill has been introduced in the 
California Legislature entitled “A bill 
to promote and secure freedom of 
speech in courts of justice.” The real 
object of the measure, as appears 
‘from a perusal of it, is to restore to 
practice, in the courts, the attorney, 
Horace Philbrook, of San Francisco, 
who was recently disbarred by the Su- 
preme Court for a period of three years 
by reason of grossly unprofessional and 
insulting language, in a brief, concern- 
ing one of the judges of that tribunal. 
After being reprimanded by the court, 
Philbrook deliberately and coarsely re- 
iterated the insult, whereupon he was 
suspended temporarily, as he richly de- 
served.

The measure Introduced in the Leg- 
islature: to reinstate him (which also 
applies to all other similar cases,) is a 
most vicious one, and ought to be voted 
down unanimously. The courts are the 
authorized agents and interpreters of 
the law, which is the basis of civil 
government. The courts must be 
clothed’ with power to enforce their 
authority, and this power must include 
the ability to protect themselves against. 
insult. Ot late there has been growing 
'. mp a mischievous disrespect for law 
and for the courts which are its exem- 
plars. This tendency is not merely 
mischievous. It is distinctly revolu- 
tionary. It strikes at the very founda- 
tions of civil government, and at the 
fundamental rights of all men, which 
are guaranteed by organic and statu- 
tory law. 

It is not surprising to learn that cer- 
tain labor organizations of San Fran- 
cisco have indorsed the pending bill; 
for many such organizations assume 
the right to take the law into their 
own hands upon occasion, and to usurp 
the functions of judges, juries and ex- 
ecutive officers when it suits their pur- 
poses. Members of the Legislature 
should not be deluded into supporting 
this vicious measure without perceiv- 
ing its revolutionary character. If its 
full scope and purpose be fully under- 
stood at Sacramento it can hardly pass 
either house of the Legislature.

The American Humane Society, 
through its president, George T. Angell, 
has sent to the Legislature of every 
State in the Union a petition asking 
that laws may be enacted requiring a 
careful and competent inspection, pre- 
vious to burial, of all persons supposed 
to be dead. There is no doubt that 
many persons regarded as dead are 
buried alive, and perhaps the best way 
to prevent such deplorable accidents 
would be for the various legislatures to 
pass laws of the kind suggested. The 
California Legislature has, no doubt, 
received the petition referred to, and 
should give serious attention to the 
matter. 


Senator Jones of Arkansas succeeded 
yesterday in having his free coinage 
bill placed ahead of the appropriation 
bills on the Senate calendar. In view 
of the fact that every man in Con- 
gress knows that no free coinage bill 
can become a law while Cleveland is 
in the executive chair, the action of 
the Senate in this matter seems ab- 
surd, but nearly every act by the Fifty- 
third Congress has been absurd, and 
this is perhaps no more so than the 
rest. 


The opinion is gaining ground that 
the bill granting the suffrage to women 
will not pass the California Legisla- 
ture, but that a Constitutional amend- 
ment resolution will pass instead, sub- 
mitting the suffrage question to.the 
voters of the entire State. This would 
have been the sensible and only valid 
method of procedure in the first place. 
The time that has been spent on the 
woman suffrage bill has been virtually 
wasted. :

“You can send a carload of wheat to 
China and back, 9100 miles, for a quar- 
ter as much as you can send a carload 
of sugar into the San Joaquin Valley. 
You can send a carload of nails from 
New York to Antwerp, from. Antwerp 
to San Francisco, around Africa or 
through the Suez Canal, and from Sa 
Francisco back to New York,’ around 
the Horne, at the existing clipper rates, 
cheaper than you can send the same 
carload of nails from Stockton to 
Bakersfield, 240 miles. The Southern 
Pacific charges as much to transport 
a carload of sugar or a carload of fruit 
as the traction cost of moving a train 
of fifty cars over the same length of 
road amounts to. This is no fancy 
sketch, but an actual comparison of 
the figures.“ —

portation. They are also aberrations of 
common sense and common decency.

A similar bill has already 
passed the Senate, and for several days 
an effort has been made to get the Assem- 
bly bill out of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee as a matter ot urgency.

Senator Seymour's bill creating a State 
Board of Charities and Correction, to con- 
sist of three’ persons to be appointed by 
the Governor, and who shall succeed and 
have the powers now vested in the boards 
of trustees of the Southern California 
State Asylum for the Insane, the Whit- 
tier State School, Deaf, Dumb and Blind 
Asylum at Berkeley, and other State in- 
stitutions, has stirred up considerable op- 
position. Max Meyberg, director-general 
of last year’s fiesta, who, O. 
Koepfli and Maj. Furrey, are here repre- 
senting the Merchants’ Assoclation ot Los 
Angeles, said to the Times reporter that 
the bill represented everything that they 
did not want. The scheme is impracti- 
cable,” he said. “The three trustees of 
the Whittier State School have enough 
difficulty in managing that institution— 
what would it be, then, when three men 
undertook to manage all these institutions 
in the State? They couldn’t do it. The 
patronage, too, that these men would con- 
trol would be enormous, and we don’t 
want such a thing in California. Besides, 
it would be unfair to Southern California 
to have this board located in Sacramento 
advertising for bids for supplies, in 
which competition our merchants are at 
a disadvantage. It is questionable 
whether the power to purchase supplies 
for all State instjtutions should be given 
to any three men.” 

J. J. Boyce of Santa Barbara is advo- 
cating the creation of a permanent code 
commission to revise the laws. Many leg- 
islators favor such a commission as an 
advisory body, thinking that it would pre- 
vent the time of the Legislature being 
taken up with discussions as to the con- 
stitutionality of bills introduced

WEDDED IN TRADE. 


TWO BIG HOUSES DECIDE TO 
‘CONSOLIDATE. 


Its Purpose is to Hold and Extend 
the Trade in the Countries of 
South America and Other 
Places. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—The long-rumored 
consolidation of two of the largest houses 
in the export trade of the United States— 
Flint & Co. and Coombs, Crosby & Eddy, 
has at last been consummated. The new 
concern of Flint, Eddy & Co. has a capital 
of $3,500,000, and the consolidation has 

| been effected for the purpose of extending 
the trade of both firms, which already in- 
cludes seventy countries and colonies. - 
The foreign commission business is one 
of such infinite variety that it ts believed- 
that only through a large consolidation 
could sufficient business be controlled in 
any line to justify the employment of spe- 
cial talent in the execution of orders. 
Thirty-seven years ago William J. 
Coombs began the exportation of American 
manufactured goods. After some years he 
formed the firm of Coombs, Crosby & 
Eddy, which has devoted itself to the ex- 
tension of that market. Benjamin Flint, 
the founder of Flint & Co., in association 
with Isaac F. Chapman, entered upon his 
business career in 1840 by the building and 
the management of sailing vessels, and to- 
day their successors have one of the larg- 
est fleets of sailing vessels in the world. 
Charles R. Flint, the present senior 
member of Flint & Co., entered the South 
American commission business as a princi- 
pal in 1872. For nine years he devoted 
his time to the purchase of American 
manufactures and other products for ex- 
port and in the management of lines of 
vessels to the west coast of South America. 
He, together with the other principals in 
the consolidation, have been preparing for 
a long time past to take advantage of the 
efforts on the part of the manufacturers 
to secure a foreign outlet for their goods.

“To carry on this work last year $2465.27 
was expended. Our expenses for the pres- 
ent year will be much larger than for the 
past, owing to the home being more exten- 
sively known and to the fact that we are 
arranging to care for more girls. 

“Your petitioners, therefore, pray that 
the sum of $25 per month be granted to 
this home by the city, the same to com- 
mence with January 1, 1895.“ 

The appropriation was granted as asked.

A LOCAL CASE REVERSED. 

The Supreme Court has reversed the 
judgment of Judge Van Dyke in the case 
of D. W. Field, administrator (respondent,) 
vs. Manuel Andrada et al. (appellants,) 
an action to set aside a conveyance of 
certain real property, which is remanded, 
with directions to the lower court to 
sustain the demurrer.

first number of the Daily News. It was 
published in the office of the Scandinavian, 
on the site of the present News building. 
The office of the News at that time was a 
room about ten feet square. The Scandi- 
navian was controlled by Victor F. Law- 
son, and its presses were used to print 
the newcomer in the journalistic field. 
After a short time, when the initial capi- 
tal was exhausted and the little paper re- 
duced to simply brains and experience, 
Lawson was induced to enter the firm, 
and, with his abundant resources, gave it 
fresh life. Soon after the Post and Mail 
“suspended, and Stone and Lawson bought 
the wreck, including a press franchise—its 
chief asset. In 1881 the publication of the 
morning edition of the News, now the Rec- 
ord, was begun. In January, 1893, the 
partnership between Mr. Stone and Mr. 
Lawson expired by Umttation, and a stock 
company was formed, in which all the 
stock was owned by these two men. Stone 
remained in thé business until 1888, when 


he had made a fortune and retired tem- 
porarily from journalism. He spent two 
years abroad, and on his final return three 
years ago organized the Globe National 
Bank,of which he is now first vice-president. 
Later he succeeded William Henry Smith 
as general manager of the Associated Press, 
a position he also holds at the presnt time. 

A man who knows Stone well, when 
asked to explain his success, said: ‘I think 
his success is due chiefly to his indefatiga- 
bility, coupled with the accuracy of his 
vision as to the outcome of a given set of 


circumstances. Of course you must add 


to this his fertility of resources and his 
general forceful character.“

Another Chapter of its 
Strange Story. 


Further Details of the Absurd and 
Impious Teachings of the 
Adventuress. 


How the Community Lives—TheCom- 
missariat—Grass and Gudgeons. 
The High Priestess’ Bro- 
ken English. 


The peculiar religious beliefs of the com- 
‘munity at Belmont Hall having been given 
in the Sunday Times, the second division 
of this odd story naturally opens with an 
account of the devotees and their daily 
life, and the manner in which the house- 
hold is conducted. The ‘hall provides fairly 
comfortable accommodations for about 
thirty people, and is occupied by nearly 
that number, ostensibly living together as 
brothers and sisters in one large family. 
AS many more are outsiders, and attend, 
only the lectures given twice a week. The 
follow._ng Ust has reached The Times re- 
porter as purporiing to contain the entire 
membership of the community.

their characters or actions otherwise than

Ahimadvert censoriously upon their stand- 
ing in the community; but, from the facts 
adduced, it is impressed with the belief 
that these people, or so many of them as 
Were present at the times described, are 
lending themselves, consciously or other- 
Wise, to one of the most consummate and 
contemptible frauds of the age—to a de- 


lusion which is utterly devoid of both good | 


Morals and good sende. 

The reporter met many of the persons 
named in this list, but not all of them, 
and the list is printed here as it stood 
when obtained at Belmont Hall. 

The woman formerly operated in Bast

The housekeeping at this curious place 
is conducted by a kind, motherly woman, 
who shows much affectionate consideration 
for her charges, and is evidently sincere 
in her beliefs, and a complete dupe of the 
woman Holmes. No servants are kept, 
and the members of the family“ render 
such services about the house as the guar- 
dian angel is pleased to indicate as being 
beneficial to the health of their souls; 
also as a consideration of economy to Jose- 
phine Holmes, who, for an angelic visitant, 
has absorbed a good many earthly ideas 
with regard to the main chance. 

The living is very simple, being strictly 
vegetarian, and of the plaines: description. 
Animals, having immortal souls, are unfit 

food; also, vegetables come much 

per, and, when unrelieved by any 
Other form of diet, are not particularly 
tempting to the palate. 

With the exception cf a very few, who, 
Raving no money, give a quid pro quo in 

e shape of personal services, the inmates 
of the hall pay from $25 to $35 a month for 
board. Several traveling men, who are 
coinparative transients, put up their $2 a 
Gay while they are there. It is quite 
characteristic of the followers of this new 


redeemeress that they all firmly believe 


that the commissary department has great 
difficulty in meeting expenses. 

The strictest seclusion is observed, and 
every precaution taken to avoid observa- 
on and comment. The very gardener 
who has charge of the Belmont grounds 
Nas no idea that the place is other than 
a quiet and select private boarding-house, 
and has never even seen Josephine 
Holmes. The inmates of the hall are free 
from any open restraint upon their move- 
ments. This woman preaches free wil) 
én all things, and is very slow and cautious 
in her mechod of riveting her fetters 
upon her victims. . 

The experience of one lady who suc- 
ceeded in effecting her escape shows the 
modus operandi of this fiend in human 
form. Possessing a religiously imagina- 
tive temperament, she was ied, through 
an acgualiptance, into joining Josephine 
Humes's class,“ and becoming an inmate 
of the house. For the first week little 
Autention was paid to her. She attended 
the lectures, and, being ballasted with a 
Wttle more common sense than is usual! 
wa natural devotee, she quickly dis- 
cernsd inconsistencies and evMent de- 
ceptions which led her to suspect that 
Something was wrong. Then began what 
she calls “spells.” Deprived of sleep night 
after might, nameless horrors filed ‘hor 
brain, accompanied by cold sweats, and 
endless sinking into some fathomless 
abyss. 

Not a moment of the day was free from 
haunting terror of she knew not what. 
She — woman with 
& great an eadly fear, yet was 
to feave the piice. 

At last, by a superhuman effort of what 
will power was left her, she succeeded in 
breaking away, a physical and almost 
@ menial wreck. She describes her ex- 
perience as the torments of the damned.“ 

This method of treatment is reserved 
omy for the contumacious.

Her triumph in her strange power fs not 
to be wondered at. It was a constant - 
tonishment to both the representatives of 
The Times. The woman really numbers 
several educated people among der fol- 
towers, people who must be partially de- 
mented not to have observed at once the

absurd weakness and inconsistency of all 
the pretensions of this unconscionable 
fraud. She has the caution of conscious 


| guilt; yet she often unconsciously betrays 


herself in ter arrogant boasts of power. 
Her doctrine has been rather ingeniously 
contrived; yet ft is so full of flaws and 
gir-holes that tt is the easiest thing in 
the world to tangle her up in a mass of 
contradictions. She pretends to 
read minds; yet ehe is fooled with ludi- 
crous ease by any one who chooses to do 
so, and snaps eagerly at any hook baited 
with flattery and apparent submission. 
The creature’s hypnotic power over a 
certatn class of minds is undoubtedty 
great; yet all it takes to baffle and defeat 


ber ts a strong will and common sense.

Her rule in Belmont Hall is absolute; 
yet she was utterly fooled, tangled up in 
her doctrine, defeated in ther hypnotic 
power, laughed at, and flattered and 
soothed back into complacency by both the 
investigators placed there by The Times— 
and that not once, but over and over 
again, until the proof of her fraulutent 
pretensions was established beyond the 
shadow of a doubt. Trap after trap was 
set for ber, and she ambled into nearly 
all of them with a confidence beautiful to 
seo. Again and again did she aitempt to 
hypnotize the invest{gators as she did 
me others, and was perfectly satisfied 
with their pretended acquiercence and sub- 
miss on. Not until he very last hours of 
their stay dd either cf ‘the new disciples” 
cpenly oppose her, and when they 
did, and ‘coolly defeaed her in the 
open field, she was frightened nearly 
out of der wits by the suspected 
danger of an expose. To the dupes under 
her control, she is a terr.ble menace, 
for those who are not mere ignorant sim- 
pletons with a morbid taste for anything 
that seems supernatural, are roigious 
cranks, practical monomaniacs on the sub- 
‘ect. One woman told the reporter that 
she was born and baptized a Roman 
Catholic; revolted at an early age to the 
extreme Methodists; swung back to the 
Episcopalians; then became an ardent 
Baptist; then a spiritualist, with powers 
of clairvoyance; then a Chr‘stian scientist, 
and had at hast found the ‘truth’ as 
elucidated by Josephine Holmes. This wo- 
man is past mddie age, but will probably 
find M a dozen times more before she dies. 
The type is shown n this instance, but she 
is probably in bass danger than any dupe 
in Bement Hall. Deeper impressions are 
made upon more sensitive organizations, 
and their fears and supersiitions aro 
worked upon until there is hardly a gra.n 
of sense or sanvity left with regard to the 
subject of religion. 

With their ‘own diseased imaginations 
they aid this cunning woman in surround- 
ing them with clouds of devils and “ele- 
ments of evil.“ until life becomes one 
long misery of dread, and they turn to 
her as the only protection against these 
vague and formless dangers. Cut off 
from healthy physical and mental exercise. 
and surrounded by the horrors of her 
abominable doctrine, with absolutely noth- 
ing else for the mind to feed upon, they 
become an easy prey, and submit with- 
out a murmur to ideas which would have 
shocked and disgusted them beyond meas- 
ure had they been less carefully pre- 


pared. 

The whole thing seems incomprehensible. 
The woman shows evidence of ingenuity 
and cunning; her power over some minds 
camnot be questioned, and yet a single 
exhibition of ordinary common sense and 
sturdy resistance can temporarily knock 
her into the middle of next week.“ 

The reporter was told several cf her 
„miracles,“ some of which were related 
by herself, and some by others, and this 
is the character of the ridiculous balder- 
dash which profanes the name of religion. 

Josephine Holmes, in her “‘angelic” char- 
acter, has power to enter all spheres of 
spirit life. One of her experiences we 
give in her own graphic language: “Yaas, 
I haf been in all sweres. One swere I 
went into wunst, I didn’t hear noding but 
cussin’. Dey was spirits of de angry and 
proud, and now dey don't do noding but 
cuss, cuss, cuss, all de time.“ 

The reporter was properly impressed, 
but could not suppress a secret thought 
that even in this mundane swere“ there 
might eventually be places where this an- 
gel of light would hear noding but 
cussin', if she presumed to venture into 
them. 

Another of her spirit journeys was 
around the world. This journey was as- 
serted to have been taken by three per-

back to heaven. With this view, she 


„speaker, and a guardian angel and a 


looking severely over his spectacles at 
the winged applicant for the position, and 
inquiring, in a business-like way: Are 
you proficient in shorthand?” In the 
course of her peregrinations, the heavenly 
emissary penetrated into Central Africa, 
accomplishing in seven days what it took 
Stanley two years to do. She was in 
great danger all the time. The guardian 
angel having by this time been with- 
drawn, she had to do the guardian business 
herself, and once stood for four hours be- 
tween her speaker and the cannibals.

As aids to the devout Josephine's teach- 
ing, she has certain pictures, or charts, 
which she asserts to be the work of oc- 
cult powers, and far in advance of any art 
at present known to the world. That is 
certainly the case. The pictures are eo 
deeply symbolic that the divinity herself 
becomes hopelessly involved in her at- 
tempts to explain them. One pencil-draw- 
ing of the state of the human mind, rep- 
resented by, various animals and other 
symbols, with the great serpent hang- 
ing by the tail from the top of the picture, 
ready to devour everything in sight, is a 
risky venture, for that particular design, 
although the work of angelic: hands hap- 
pens to be on the market, and the draw- 
ings can be had for so much a dozen. The 
others are paintings, of which the most 
fetching is a vivid portrayal .of the 
Evil One, evidently knocked into a sitting 
posture by the earth, which he tenderly 
holds in his lap, while the heavenly light 
is depicted in an orange-colored splash, 
striped with magenta, which occupies the 
upper left-hand corner of the canvas. 

The last night of the stay appointed 
for The Times reporter happened to be 
a lecture night, d great manifestations 
were vouchsafed the believers. When 
the ¢lass assemb as usual, in the 
“great basement the two represon- 
tatives of the Times were placed together, 
and alone on the row.

A GOLDEN SOUVENIR. 


A Ten-dollar Piece of California’s 
First Coinage. 
A curious coin passed into the hands 
of C. W. Park of North Main street, yes- 
terday. It carries the memory back to 


that time in the early history of the 


State when golden “‘slugs’” first began to 
be relieved from circulation in favor of 
the new cy. 
This gold coin is in size similar to the 
present $10 piece, and on one side bears 
the figure of an eagle with outspread 
wings, @urmounting a shield, and bearing 
in its beak a scroll upon which is in- 
scribed the talismanic word “Liberty.” 
Beneath \s given the denomination, and 
the usual words incircle the edge of the 
coin. Above the design, in small letters, 
are the words 900 thous,” referring 
most probably to the fineness of the gold. 
reverse side of the coin has “an 
engine turned surface with the inscrip- 
tion U. 8. Assay Office of Gold, San 
Francisco, Cal., 1853.“ 
At the banks in the city no one could 
identify the coin as belonging to any 
coinage of the early years,: but 
its vareity has endowed it with a value 
far in excess of its face. Yesterday a 
‘bid of-$75 was made for it, but was re- 
fused. It was found by some boys while 
playing baseball on the banks of the 
river, just outside the city. Whethe: it 
had been washed from the place where 
it had been embedded for long years, 
or whether it had been accidentally, and 
more recently, dropped where it was die- 
covered, cannot be known. 


 QRGANIZED TO OPPOSE. 


The Senate Bill to Abolish the Office 
of State Mineralogist. 

The ‘bill introduced ir the Senate hav- 
ing for s purpose the abolishment of the 
position of State Mineralogist, and the 
transference of the Mining Bureau at San 
Francisco to the care of the regents of 
the University at Berkeley, has awakened 
interest throughout the State. 

Letters were received in this city yester- 
day from the members of the Senate, 
representing the southern district, which 
clearly indicate that they will join with 
those who intend opposing the measure 
when it comes up for debate. William C. 
Watts, who, as one of the field officers of 
the State Mineralogist’s departmert, has 
been examining the petroleum deposits of 
Southern California during the past few 
months, has gleaned much information of 
lasting value to those interested in the 
industry, and-this work will, to great ex- 
tent, be minimized, if not altogether lost, 
if the measure referred to should become 
law. From the communications received, 
uowever, united opposition will be made 
by the representatives of all the distinc- : 
tively miring counties, as well as by 
others who have only an indirect interest.

tain honest work gives them over travel 
from door to door, begging work or food. 

The Citizens’ Committee is fortunate in 
the mar it has chgsen to superintend this 
work. Mr. Ogram‘is not only performing 
his duties faithfully, but he is perform- 
ing them with sympathy and intelligence. 
It is wholly his idea to keep a record of 
the names and residence of the applicants, 
and of their former occupation, with a 
view to ascertaining how it is that they 
have been thrown out of employment and 
have become a part of the world's floating 
population, and what it is that has brought 
such a number to Santa Barbara. The 
information that he has obtained is inter- 
‘esting, and teaches lesson. Curiously 
enough by far the larger number of the 
men are trained mechanics, unable to find 
work in their various crafts. 

Two substantial results have already 
been achieved by the rock pile. The idle 
tramps are leaving Santa Barbara and 
avoidirg her in their travels. According 
to the instructions given our housewives, 
instead of bread or money being served 
to the idlers who apply at their back 
doors,. they. give them tickets entitling 
them to work for meals and lodging at 
the relief yard. These tickets read as fol- 
lows:
